from this Story, which is only a Draught of what almoft 
every Man muft at fome ‘Time or other have fer, that 
Virtue and Motefly may be infulted with Jmpunity, and 
Impudence be fuffered to sriumph in the Face of duthority, 
where even a Conitablé is not a Man of fome Candor 
and Penetration. 


’ Mr. SRECTATOR, 
; At Weeks fice, I chanced to fpend an Evening 
s at a Friend’s Houfe without the Liberty of Lon- 
* don, where I was agreeably entertain’d. Ir growing 
* Jate, I took my Leave. In my Way home, I was o- 
© bliged to pafs through one of the /#ards fituate on the 
* North Side of this jujily famous City. Being alone, I could 
* not but reflect with Pieafure at my having got intoa 
* Place more agreeable, and lefs expofed to Danger and 
© Jnfults from diforderly Perfons, than is common in the 
* more remote Parts of the Suburbs, This Thought caft 
* me on a fudden into fome pleafing Reflections, on 
“the many Advantages we Cinzens enjoy beyond the 
* reft of our Neighbours, which are needlefs to infert 
* here, as well as almoft impoflible; for I had not long 
* enjoyed them, before I was interrupted by 2 loud Shriek, 
* accompanied with a louder Cry of Watch ! Watch ! 

* J, not being far off, hafted towards the Place from 
* whence it proceeded, where I found that feveral had 
* got the Start of me: There I difcovered two Females, 
* who appeared by their Habit and Behaviour to be 
® Perfons of Credit. Thefe were accufing to the Watch, 
* who, by thisTime, had got there, a young Fellow habit- 
© ed nor unlike thofe who do fome particular Sort of 
© Bufinefs among the Butchers with Candles fixed.in their 
* Hats, at a Time when the fcbw Inhabitants of Cheapfide 
* and Fieet-freet are 10 fgft Repofe, and the Delauchees 
* claiming the Wall on both Sides of the Street. You 
* may eafily imagine he behaved agreeable to his ruflic 
*§ Charaéicr; but at laft, between Perfwafion and Force, he 
* was conduéted without much Difficulty to the Palace 
* of the Noéturnal Prefident. 1, being curious to fee the 
* Event, made one of the Party, and enter’d the Pelace. 

* The firft Object thar prefented infelf to our View, 
© was his Noéurnal Excellency, feated in his Chair of State 
* in a reclining Poiture, eating a Piece of Sea-Bifenit, 
* attended by feveral of his Guards. He appeared to 
* me to be a Perfon that enjoyed the Conveniences of

“had he not been prevented by timely Affiftance. _ 

© His Excelkncy heard all this with a Gravity fuitable 
© to his Charaéter. The Lady ceafed, and’ next expected 
© the Agerefir to Le called upon to make his Detence: 
‘ But how was I furpriz’d, when initead of that, his 
© Excelleny, with a Soeer, bluntly told her he doubted 
* every Circumftance of her Relation, and imagined 
‘ them to be both no other than common Proftitutes. They 
© endeavour’d a long Time to convince him of the con- 
© trary, but in Vain: One afferting fhe was indeed a 
© fingle Homan, but a Widow, and a Stopkeeper not far

‘ am afraid that I foan't, His Excellexcy took no Notice 
© all thistime of the Fellow’s Infolence, but turning toa 
§ Perfon who fat at his left Hand, he again repeated the 
* Words: This Dog will be bang’d for nothing 5 he'll be 
* bane’d fir nothing, by G--d! 

* By this Time the Lady’s Husband was arriv’d, to 
* whom his Spoufe related the Affair, and the Reafon of 
® her fending for him: He afked her without any Emeo- 
* tion, whether fhe had loft any of her Rings, or her 
* Necklace; at which a great Shout enfued, accompanied 
* with a Sneer from fome of the Spectators, as if they 
‘ doubted whether the had any fuch Thing, though 
* they might eafily fee themfelves miftaken: The Con- 
* fufion was fo great, that his Excellency having little Power, 
© and Jefs Inclination to interpofe hs Authority, feemed 
* inclined to take a Nap, and Jeave the contending 
* Parties 10 adjuft the Ditlerence among themfelves 5 but 
* the Clameur was t6o great to fuffer him to take any 
© Repofe. 

* At length, after much Difpute and Railing on both 
® Sides, his Excellency feem’d at a Lofs-how vo behave ; 
* his only Concern appear'd to be how he fhould rid him-

what had pailed, and a-n very forry to fee fuch exe 
cellent Lacs as ours render’d of no Effect by the Jeno- 
rance Ox Indolence of fome of thofe appointed to put 
‘ them in £xe.ution.

FOREIGN AFFAIRS. | 

Vienna, dug. 22. Tne Queen came back the 22tit In- 
flant from Prefbourg, after having obtain’d of the 
Grandees of Hungary what fhe demanded, viz. a Body 
of 28,000 Hungarians, who are to begin their March 
forthwith, and likewife 16,000 Croats, befides a Bady 
of Referve of 13,000 Men, who are to be employ’d as 
Occafion requires. It is pretended the Queen has grant- 
ed the Hungarians in general a Tree Trade, and to the 
Proteftants the free Exercife of their Religion. 

Ratisbon, Aug. 27. We are aifur'd that 30,000 Pruf- 
fians are coming through Franconia, in order to join at 
Wembdingen the Palatines, Heifians, and other ‘Troops, 
and fo wait upon Prince Charles wherever he goes. 

Francfort, Avg. 30. Prince Charles of Lorrain has de- 
tach’da large Body of Troops towards the Black Foreit, 
in order to cover the Queen of Hungary’s Territories in 
Swabia, call’d Anterior-Auftria, and his Serene High- 
nefs is marching with the reft of his Arnty towards Bo- 
hemia. It is faid the French axe going to lay Siege to 

‘rill Luxembourg. 
~ ain, Aug. 29. “Count Seckendorff has actually 
finifh’d a Bridge on the Rhine near Philipftourg. Prince 
Charles of Lorrain is marching towards Heilbron, and 
has detach’d General Nadafti with his Corps, in order 
to obferve the Motions of the Lmperialifts. 

Spire, Aug. 29- The Army commanded by the Mar- 
fhals Noailles and Coigny was {till on this Side of the 
Rhine the 27th Inftant, as was alfo the Imperial Army. 
Since Prince Charles evacuated Alface Count Secken- 
dorff has been making the necetJary Difpofitions to pafs 
the Rhine again at Philipilourg, in order to join the 
Auxiliaries that are coming to the Emperor, among 
whom the German Regiments in the French Service ate 
geckon’d. After this Junction the Imperial Army will 
be 45,000 flrong, and march for Bavaria, or Bohemt. 
The Marfhals Noailles ee a, het for the King’s 

s betore they take any further Steps. 
a aloes Conia was ftiil in the Camp of Otterfdorff 
near Raftadt on the 27th Inftant. His Serene High- 
nefs review’d his Army the Day before, and found it yet 
75,000 ftrong 5 befides which there are 18 or 20,000 
‘Men in the Brifgau, confifting of Regular Troops, Mi- 
litia and Huntfmen of the Black Foreit. 
Frm the Camp of the Allies at Cifoin, Aug. 30 

It is thought the Anny will march To-mcrrow, but 
no Body can tell whither, our Operations being very 
myfterious. Count Saxe ftill encamps behind the Lys, 
and is reinforcing his Army every Day: It is faid that 
after the Arrival of fome Troops coming to him from 
Picardy, it will be upwards of 70,000 ftrong. 

Extratt of a Letter from Mar{bal Saxe’s Army, .4uz. 30. 

© Our Parties have crofs’d the Scheld, and burnt fe- 
veral Magazines of Fo:age belonging to the Enemy. 
Another arty has done the like Feat on this Side of 
the Canal of Bruges, between that Town and Ottend. 
The Allies eat up all the Country round about Lifle, 
and not without being guilty of fome Excefles: We 
alfo live at the Enemy’s Coft, but M.de Saxe does 
not allow the Soldiers to deviate from good Difci- 
line. 

Utrecht, Sept. 4. We have juft receiv’d the following 
Relation from the French Army in Alface, dated from 
Fort Louis the 25th of Augutt. 

The King’s Army arriving the 21ft at the Camp of 
Brumpt, very much fatigu’d, Marfhal Noailles thought 
it expedient to let the Troops reft there the Day follow- 
ing: However, he detach’d 3000 Horfe with 2000 Gre- 
nadiers and Futiliers, all pick?d Men, under the Com- 
mand of the Counts de Belleifle, Lowendahl and M. de 
Berchiny, Licutenant Generals, in order to harrafs 
Prirce Charles of Lorrain’s Rear Guard. _ 

The next Night Marthal Noailles having been in- 
form’d that the Auftrian Troops retir’d as fift as our 
Detachments advanc’d towards them, he refolved to 
march the 23d in the Morning to the Hills of Haguenau. 
On his Way thither he met Count Lowendahl’s Detach- 
ynent at bifchweiler, and order’d it to pufh on beyond 
Drufenheim, which the Enemy had abandoned, and in 
which they had left four Pieces of Cannon, after having 
chrown 7 or 800 Mutkets and fome Barrels of Powder 
anto the Motern. The other two Detachments were 
order’d to pafs the Motern at Kelrenhaufen, and advance 
£o Fort Louis by the Way of Schwien and Suffelsheim. 

‘Towards Noon Count Belleiflefent Noticeto Marhhal 
WNoailles that the Enemy were itill in Pofleffion of this 
jait Poft, and that they iad inirench’d a Pedy of Troops 
Dehind Heaps of Trees cut down: Whereupon the Mar- 
thal immediately order’d thither 16 Battalions, with the 
(ame Number of Squadrons, and fix Field Pieces, the 
Brigade of Chamyagne kading te Van. This Column 
was headed by the Count u’bu and the Marguefs de 

' About two Hour. after the Mar- 
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large Body of Auftrian Troop. behind him ; upon which 
his Excellency fent Orders to the Duke de Grammont, 
who was following the firft Column, to march by Dru- 
fenheim with the Brigade of Guards, and poft himfelf 
in the great Caufey of Fort Louis. The like Orders 
were given to a Brigade belonging to the Train, who 
had ten Field Pieces with them : And upon Advice that 
Prince Charles lay over-againft Fort Louis, with the 
Right Wing of his Army at Augenheim and the Left 
joining to his Bridges at Benhein, the reft of our 
Army receiv’d Orders to advance 3 which was executed 
with fo much Speed, that we took but three Hours to 
er‘orm this March in, 

Being arriv’d at Count Lowendahl’s Pofts, we per- 
ceiv’d that the Enemy had a great Number of Troops 
on that Side, and among them fevera] Companies of 
Grenadiers 5 yet, nothing happen’d there but fome 
flight Skigmithes between our Men and the Hutlars and 
Pandoures. We juft then receiv’d Advice, that our 
Troops, which were pofted near Suffelfheim, had forced 
the Enemy’s Intrenchments, kiil’da great many of their 
Men, made 200 Prifoners, and taken two Pieces of 
Cannon. The Brigade of Guards being arriv’d from 
Drufenheim, and hearing that the reft of the Infantry 
was approaching, or preparing to attack the Village of 
Augenheim, within a League of Fort Louis, which 
the Enemy occupied, they ail on a fudden faw the Place 
ina Flame. We immediately march’d thither, but as 
it was growing Dark, our firlt Thought was to draw 
up again in Order of Battle; but being come up to a 
Rivulet, with Marhhesof each Side of it, which empuzies 
infelf in the Rhine a little above Fort Louis, we found 
the Enemy there, to the Number of 32 Companies of 
Grenadiers, and the like Number of Fuzilicrs, befides 
the Irregular Troops, who were pofted on the Flank in 
the Wood, and who made a general DifCharge on our 
Men. Our Grenadiers foon pafs’d the Rivulet, and 
then got overa Ditch, which was defended by an Jn- 
trenchment on the other Side; they alfo made them- 
felves Matters of two Redoubts, and {till puthing for- 
ward purfued the Enemy ’ull Eight o’Clock, when they 
were oblig’d to defiit, it being too dark. The Amy 
remain’d in Order of Battle *till next Morning. 

The 24th at Break of Day, as the Army began to 
pafs the Defile, in order to advance to Benheim, Mar- 
thal Noailles receiv’d Advice that the Enemy had re- 

affed the Rhine in the Night, and ft Fire to their 
ridges. 

Our Troops behav’d with great Intrepidity in the 
Affair of Suffelfheim as well as in that of Augenheim. 
The firit, as we have been inform’d fince, coit Prince 
Charles near roco Men kill’d, including thof cut off 
by M. de Berchiny’s Detachment as they were flying in- 
to the Woods after the Intrenchments had been forced. 
At the fecond Attack 6co of the Enemy were kill’d on 
the Spot. We can’t yet exactly tell how many Pri- 
foners we have made, becaufe fome are brought in every 
Hour out of the Woods. 

We had about roo Men kill’d and wounded in the 
firft Attack, and not quite 2co in the Second. The 
Chevalier @’Orleans, Grand Prior of France, receiv’da 
Mufket-fhot in the Thigh, but neither the Bone nor the 
Sinews are touched: M. de Fremur, Major General, is 
dangeroutly wounded in the Head; M. Quenau, En- 
gineer, and M. de la Serre, Lieutenant Colonel of the 
King’s Regiment, are alfo wounded. M. du Tilliet, 
Captain.in the Regiment of Guards, and M. d’Infre- 
ville, an Officer in the fame Corps, are kill’d. 

Hague, Sept.2. Wehave receiv'd private Letters from 
Rome, importing, that Prince Lobkowitz has aban- 
don’d his former Pofts, in order to retreat to Frefcati, 
and they reckon that the Lofs of the Auftrians in the 
Affair of the 11th of lait Month amounts to upwards 
of 7000 Men, kill’d, wounded, and taken Prifoners. 

We have Advice, that all the Pruffian Troops that 
have march’d through Saxony, got into the Territories 
of Bohemia the 24th of Auguft, and that their Van- 
Guard was within fix Leagues of Prague the 26th. 

Hague, Sept. 5. According to our lait Advices from 
Germany, his Pruflian Majefty is refolv’d to puth 
Things to the utmoft. On the 26th his Troops were 
atiembling within a few Leagues of Prague, which was 
io be invefted on the 28th 3 he has with him a very fine 
Train of Artillery, and no lefsthan 30 Mortars. Gene- 
ral Mauvitz has enter’d Moravia with 20,000 Men ; and 
there is to be a Corps of 15,000 Pruffians, which is to 
join the Imperial Army at Wembdingen. Among the 
lait Orders that were iffued at Berlin, were thefe ; That 
no Officer fhould carry above half a Dozen Shirts ; and 
that no more than fix Women fhould be allow’d to fol- 
low each Company. The Prince of Holfteinbeck, tne 
oldeit General Officer in the Service of the Republick, 
died, at his Government of Bois-le-duc, on the 1ft,

Amfterdam, that the Eaft-India Company's Ship the 
Rynfburg, is arriv’d in the Texel; as is the Polan 
in the Meufe; both thefe Ships are from Batavia 3 We 
likewife learn, that the Pathmos, from Canton in Chi. 
na, is come into one of the Ports of Zeeland, Twenty. 
feven Ships ftom the Coaft of Greenland arriv’d lately in 
the Texel, having taken 204 Whales: as alfu two Ships 
from Davis’s Streights, with 13 Whales. We. have 
certain Intelligence from Dutleldorp, that the Palatine 
Troops are actually in full March to join the Anny of 
Count Seckendorff. 

Hague, Sept.6. Prince Charles, on the 1f Inftant, 
was got to Sturgard, in his March forthe Danube; ang 
the whole French Army was faid to have pafs'd the 
Rhine, to obferve and harrafs him in his March, 

Paris, 4ug.28. Letters from Piedmont advife, thar 
the Day after Demont was taken, the Prince of Conti 
fummon’d Coni to furremder, threatning at the fame 
time to give no Quarter to the Gatrifon if they oblig’4 
him to break Ground before it. The fame .Letters 
that part of the Spanith Anillery, that lay at Cette ig 
Lanquedoc, was arriv’d in the Camp, and that there 
was a general Confternaiion all over Piedmont. 

Rome, 4ug.t5. The following is the Account of the 
late Action between the Auitrians and the combin’d 
Atmy, as fent to the Court of Madrid by Genesal 
Count Gage: 

Prince Lobkowitz endeavour'd the rth Infant to 
furprize our Army. J4e atrack’d us very carly in the 
Morning with the main Body of his Army, white 
Count Brown did the fame at Velletri witha Derach: 
ment of sooo Men. This lait Corps furpriz’d on the 
Left the Irifh Brigade, and even fore’d imo Velletri, 
where they ranfack’d feveral Houfes, until four Batta- 
lions of the Walloon Guards, and fome other Troops, 
came up and drove them our of the Fown : Such of the 
Enemy as efcap’d had much ado to get back to theig 
Camp. They had not better Succefs ar the Atrack of 
the great Hill, having been repuls’d after an obftinate 
Difpute of a few Hours. The Number of the Kill’ 
and Wounded on our Side is inconfiderable ; but the 
Lnemy did in the Beginning of the Action take aboug 
300 ef our Men Prifoners, among whom is Count Mas 
riani, who was in Bed, laid up with the Gout, and yet 
could not obtain the Favour of being left in Velletri om 
his Parole. We took Prifoners General Novati with 
feveral other Officers, and 700 private Men. Wecan- 
not exactly tell how many kill’d and wounded on the 
Enemy’s Stde, but it is certain that the Streets of Vel- 
letri, and the great Hill were in a manner cover'd with 
their Carcaffess We cannot deny that Prince Lob- 
kowiiz’s Plan was well concerted, but the Experiment 
has coft him dear. His Sicilian Majefty was prefent ia 
every Quarter alternately, and gave his Orders with all 
the Refolution and Prefence of Mind imaginable. Que 
Battering Pieces continue to do a great deal of Damage 
in the Enemy’s Camp. ; 

Genoa, Aug. 1§. His Sardinian Majefty finding the 
Auftrian Succours very flow, has drawn 6000 of his 
own Troops out of the Milaneze, in order to reinforce 
his Army. We are much at a Lofs as to the Defign of 
the Spanifh Fleet at Carthagena ; fome fay it is fail 
again, in order to intercept tne Succours that are fons 
to Admiral Matthews; others believe, that it wi Pa 
the Breft Squadron, in order to fetch the Galleons 
the Havanna ; not a few imagine, that it will join the 
French Squadron at Toulon, in order to give Admiral 
Matthews Battle; while abundance of our Politicians 
perfuade themfelves, that all thefe are Miftakes; and 
thar, with a French Squadron, it will be employ’d um 
efcorting a Body of Troops, that are to make a Defcent 
either in England or Ireland. 

Geroa, Aug.20. A Danish Ship arriv’d here a few 
Days ago from Toulon brings Advice, that ten Frenclt 
Men of War, in two Divifions, have fail’d out of that 
Port, but it was not known what Expedition they were 
going upon, the Commandant having Orders not to 
open his Initructions until he arrives in a certain Lati- 
tude. He adds, that Admiral Matthews was 
cruizing between Cape Sefferoand Marfeilles. 

Francjort, Aue, 31. On the 25th his Imperial Ma

Orders are alfo iffned from the War-Office for raifing 
1000 Soldiers to reinforce the Garrifon of Gibraltar, 
and the like Number for Port-Mahon, who are occa- 
fionally to be employ’d on board his Majeity’s Ships in 
thofe Farts. 

We hear the Regulating Captains have Orders to en- 
lift Men of five Feet four Inches, which is an Inch 
fhorter than any yet enter’d into his Majefty’s Service. 

All the Marching Regiments now in Lngland have 
receiv’d Orders to hold themfelves in Readinefs on the 
firit Notice. . 

Tuefday Orders were iffued out for putting the feve- 
ral Caftles, Forts, &c. on the Coafts of Great Britain 
in a Potture of Defence 5 they are to be reinforc’d with 
1co Men each, and provided with all Manner of Mili- 
tary Stores. 

The Lords of the Admiralty have order’d 3co addi- 
tional Hands to be employ’d in getting ready the Devon- 
fhire, Lancafter and Windfor Men of War, now build- 
ing at Woolwich, with the utmoft Expedition. 

Monday the Right Hon. the Lords Commiffioners 
of the Admiralty appointed Capt. Rodney, of the 
Sheernefs Man of War, who has been on a Cruize, to 
be Captain of the Ludlow Caitle, a 4o Gun Ship; and 
Capt. Gordon is appointed to fucceed him in the Sheer- 
neis. 

The Right Hon. the Lords of the Admiralty have 
appointed the Hon. —— Van Keppel, Efy; Son to the 
Right Hon. the Earl of Albemarle, to be Lieutenant of 
the Dreadnought Man of War. 

Tuefday the Commiflioners of the Excife appointed 
Lancelot Herring, Efy; to be Collector of the Excife 
for the County of Ruiland, in the room of Matthew 
Bance, Efy; deceas’d. 

Several old Men of War, purchas’d by private Per- 
fons, are fitting out at the Merchants Docks for Priva- 
teers to cruize againft the French and Spaniards.

The Captains of the Privateers, &c. which have taken 
Weft India Ships, have order’d all the Sugars in the 
faid Ships io be ftarted for the future before fold, to fee 
if there is any.Money conceal’d ; and likewife all the 
Ballaft to be taken out of them, and the Cielings of 
the Decks to be pull’d down. 

Laft Saturday a Court of Admiralty was held at 
Doctors Commons, when the St. Peter, of Padua, a 
French Prize taken by the Salamander Privateer, Capt. 
Strangways, was condemn’d as a legal Capture; her 
Cargo confifts of 10,000 Chefts of Cattile Sozp, 5000 
Jars of Oil, befides Leather, Brandy, &c. to the Value 
of 30,0001. It is remarkable that when the Salamander 
anade fail to her, the Captain of the French Ship atk’d 
his Men whether they would fight, upon which they 
all made Anfwer, they had been very ill treated by him, 
and were determin’d not to fire a Gun, and fo 1mme- 
diately ftruck to the Salamander without making the 
leaft Refiftance. 

Extra of a Letter from Ferjey, Aug. 22. 

* The pooner Nancy Privateer of rwenty Guns, 
* Capt. Gideon Villeneufe, has taken a French Ship of 
150 Tons, bound from Newfoundland to Honfleur, 
laden with Fifth and Oil; and has alfo retook the 
Farmer’s Adventure, from South-Carolina to the Itle 
of Wight, laden with Kice and Mahogony. Two 
Days after the faid Privateer fail’d from Jerfey, he fell 
in with a French Privateer of twenty-eight Carriage.
